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REVISED  WHEAT  ACREAGE  AND  PRGDUGTION  III  I1TDIA 

The  1929  wheat  acreage  in  India  is  new  estimated  at  32,011,000 
acres  and  production  at  317,595,000  bushels.,  according  to  a  cable  to  the 
Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  the  Indian 
Department  of  Statistics  at  Calcutta.    The  estimate  of  production  has  been 
revised  upward  3,622,000  bushels  and  is  now  23,704,000  bushels  or  10  per 
cent  above  the  192G.     The  1929  estimate  of  acreage  is  205^000  acres  or  1 
per  cent  below  the  1925  estimate.     See  table,  page  341. 


CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

In  the  foreign  and  domestic  butter  markets,  price  relationships 
on  August  15  uere  practically  the  same  as  on  the  preceding  Thursday,  with 
no  material  changes  in  any  of  the  important  markets.    Danish  remained  at 
the  equivalent  of  34.8  cents  per  pound  and  92  score  in  New  York  at  43.5 
cents,  or  somewhat  less  than  9  cents  above  Copenhagen.    The  London  market 
was  reported  as  steady,  with  best  New  Zealand  quoted  at  practically  the 
same  as  Danish.    See  page  343  for  detailed  comparative  statement  as  cabled 
by  American  agricultural  Commissioners  in  Europe. 

The  German  hog  market  rallied  somewhat  during  the  week  ended  August 
14  from  the  decline  of  the  preceding  week,  according  to  information  cabled 
by  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson  at  Berlin.    Heavy  hogs  at  that 
market  averaged  $18,48  per  100  pounds  for  the  week  indicated  against  $15.26 
a.  year  ago.    Lard  at  Hamburg,  however,  was  easier  at  $13.78  against  $14.78 
last  year.     See  table,  page  343. 

In  the  British  cured  pork  market  prices  were  slightly  easier  during 
the  week  ended  August  14,  as  indicated  by  averages  of  Liverpool  quotations 
cabled  by  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at  London,    American  green  bel- 
lies were  down  to  $19,65,  but  American  short  cut  green  hams  were  steady  at 
$26,72  per  100  pounds,     Canadian  green  sides  were  easier  at  $24,98,  Danish 
Wilt  shires,  however,  remained  a£  $27,78,    Prime  steam  western  lard  was  low- 
er at  13,58,     American  green  bellies  and  lard  were  the  only  items  quoted  to 
go  below  last  yearns  prices.     See  table,  page  343. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

Wheat  -pro due t  i o n  in  19  29 


The  1929  wheat  production  in  25  Northern  Hemisphere  countries  from 
which  reports  have  b,e en  received  is  estimated  at  2,114,203,000  "bushels  against 
2,244,371,000  "bushels  in  1928,  or  a  decrease  of  5.8  per  cent.     In  1928  these 
25  countries  represented  58  ;per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total  wheat  pro- 
duction exclusive  of  Rassia  and  China.    The  North  American,  crop  as  reported  to 
date  is  13.2  per  cent  below  1923.    This  total  ir eludes  the  estimates  of  the 
United  States  crop,  Mexico  and  the  winter  wheat  only  in  Canada..  Conditions 
to  date  in  Canada  indicate  that -when  the  estimate  of  spring  wheat  production 
in  that  country  is  included  in  the  total,  the  percentage  decrease  will  "be  much 
larger.    The  European  crop  in  15  countries  is  6.1  per  cent  below  last  year. 
The  production  in  the  3  North  African  countries  is  re-ported  at  21.1  per  cent 
above  1928  and  in  4  Asiatic  couitries  at  10.4  per  cent  above  1928. 

The  winter  crop  in  Canada  has  been  officially  estimated  at  24,475,000 
bushels  against  20,054,000  bushels-, in  1928.    The  first  estimate  of  -production 
in  England  and  Wales  is  41, '813, 000  bushels,  which  is  a  decrease  of  11.5  per 
cent  from  the  47,264,000  "bushels  harvested  in  1923.    Production  in  Belgium  is 
estimated  at  15,983,000  bushels  which  is  also  about  11  per  cent  below  1928. 
The  production  in  Poland  is  estimated  at  64,668,000  bushels  which  is  9  per 
cent  above  last  year  and  is  the  largest  crop  within  present  boundaries.  Esti- 
mates of  acreage  and  production  received  during  the  past  week  are  shown  in  the 
tables  on  pages  and 

With  the  advance  of  the  wheat  harvest  in  France  the  opinion  is  now 
becoming  more  general  that  the  1929  harvest  in  that  country  will  exceed  the 
1928  harvest  according  to  a  cable  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  L. 
Dawson  at  Berlin.    Trade  estimates  of  the  1929  wheat  production  range  from 
295,000,000  to  315,000,000  bushels .  as  compared  with  the  official  estimate  of 
281,285,000  bushels  harvested  in  1928.     There  is  some  evidence  that  last  year4: 
crop  was  underest imated.    The  estimate  of  wheat  production  in  Romania  has  beey 
reduced  nearly  3,000,000  bushels!  to  91,858,000  bushels  as  compared  with 
115,544,000  bushels  in  1928.    The  estimate  for  the  1929  crop  is  the  lowest 
since  1924  when  70,420,000  bushels  were  produced  and  there  will  be  no  exoort 
surplus  from  this  year's  crop.  The  estimate  of  production  of  rye,  barley  and 
oats  in  Rumania  have  all  been  increased  and  are  the  largest  cro-os  within  the 
present  boundaries.    Mr.  Dawson  reports  also  that  wheat  production  in  * 
Yugoslavia  for  1929  is  off icially "est imated  at  96,929,000  bushels.  That 
estimate  compares  with  103,294,000  bushels  in  1923,  and  56,568,000  bushels  in 
1927.  Mr.  Dawson  believes"  that  the  off icial  estimate  of  the  cm-rent  crop  is  toe 
high  and  that  the  crop  probably  .will  not  be  far  from  30,000,000  bushels.  The 
quality  of  this  year's  crop  is  good,  however,  and  the  exportable  surolus  may  bf 
higher  than  that  from  the  1923  crop  owing  to  the  better  outlook  for  the  feed 
grains,  especially  barley.  The  condition  of  the  wheat  crop  in  Sweden  at  the 
end  of  July  was  above  average  but  the  rye  crop  was  slightly  below  average 
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Eorejgn  croy  and  growing;  conditions  : 

Europe . 

The  weather  over  Continental  Exirope  was  generally  favorable  to  the 
grain  crops  during  the  week  ended  August  15,  Mr.  Dawson  reports.  Scattered 
rains  were  reported  over  western  and  central  Europe  during  the  first  part 
of  the  week  and  in  Italy  and  the  Balkan  countries  during  the  latter  part. 
In  Russia,  the  condition  of  the  grain  crops  is  reported  as  average  and  part- 
ly above  average  except  in  the  Slack  Sea  regions  and  in  Viatka-Vetluga 
region,  where  both  the  winter  wheat  and  rye  are  below  average.     The  con- 
dition of  the  industrial  crops  is  reported  as  average.    A  report  of  the 
Meteorological  Board  of  the  Commissariat  of  Agriculture  of  the  R.S.E.S.R. 
covering  the  last  ten  days  of  July  stated  that  the  weather  during  that  period 
was  warm  and  dry  in  the  southern  regions  but  that  the  temperatures  in  the 
southeastern  region  were  slightly  below  normal.     Scattered  rains  we're"  reported 
over  the  central' and  northern  sections.     The  weather  during  the  week  ended 
August  15  was  warm  and  dry  especially  in  the  southern  regions,  but  some 
rain  fell  in  the  north'. 

Australia  and  Argentina 


In  Australia,  substantial  rains  during  the  week  ended  August  12  im- 
proved the  outlook  in  the  wheat  districts  of  New  South  Wales,  Queensland 
and  northeastern  Victoria  according  to  reports  received  by  the  United  Sta.tes 
Weather  Bureau.     Light  showers  were  reported  in  other  parts  of  Australia. 
In  Argentina  the  week  was  warm  and  mostly  dry.     In  the  corn  or  northern  wheat 
zone  the  temperature  averaged  61  degrees,  or  9  degrees  above  normal  and  in 
the  southern  wheat  district,  54  degrees  or  6  degrees  above  normal.    ITo  rain 
was  reported  in  the  north,  but  in  the  south  the  weekly  total  was  0.2  inch  or 
exactly  normal. 

Movement  to  market 

United  States 

The  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  from  the  United  States  from  July  1  to 
August  10,  1929  were  15,816,000  bushels  against  1.1,885,000  bushels  during 
the  same  -oeriod  last  year.    Exports  during  the  week  ended  August  10  were 
3, 350, OCO" bushels  as  compared  with  2,472,000  bushels  during  the  week  ended 
August  3  and  3,491,000  bushels  during  the  week  ended  August  11,1928. 

Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  Canada 'On  July  31  were  104,426,000  bushels  as  com- 
pared, with  77,626,000  bushels  on  July  31,  1328  according  to  a  report  of  the 
Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics.     The  stocks  on  July  31,  1929  were  as  follows: 
5,617,000  bushels  in  farmers'  hands;  82,640,000  bushels  in  elevators; 
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5,305,000  "bushels  in  rail  transit;  3,364,000  bushels  in  water  transit  and 
7,500,000  bushels  estimated  to  be  in  flour  mills.    Distribution  figures  show- 
ing the  disposal  of  the  1928  wheat  crop  have  been  compiled  by  the  Dominion 
Bureau  of  Statistics.    Exports  of  \vheat  during  the  crop  year  ended  July  31, 
1929  amounted  to  355,425,000  bushels,  while  exports  of  wheat  flour  totaled 
11,809,000  barrels,  or  the  equivalent  of  53,139,000  bushels  of  whea,t ,  making 
408,564,000  bushels  of  wheat  in  all. 

The  amount  required  for  seed  for  the  1929  crop  is  estimated  at 
44,500,000  bushels,  while  food  requirements  were  placed  at  44,000,000  bushels. 
The  total  thus  accounted  for  is  497,064,000  bushels,  while  stocks  in  Canada 
on  July  31,  1929,  were  reported  at  104,426,000  bushels ,'.  making  601,491,000 
bushels  accounted  for  in  ail.    The  carryover  on  July  31,  1928,  from  the  1927 
crop  was  77,626,000  bushels,  and  Imports  during  the  crop  year  are  estimated 
at  one  million  bushels.    The  amount,  of  wheat  thus  disposed  of  from  the  1928 
crop  is  therefore  shown  as  approximately  523,000,000  bushels.  Unmerchantable 
grain  from  the  1928  crop  was  estimated  at  27,854,000  bushels  while  loss  in 
cleaning  was  placed  at  16,007,000  bushels.    These  fig-ores  indicate  that  the  . 
gross  crop  of  wheat  harvested  in  Canada  in  1928  amounted  to  566,726,000 
bushels,  of  which  approximately  544,000,000  bushels  were  grown  in  the  Prairie 
Provinces. 

Foreign  grain  and  flour  marke-ts-  .- 

Eurp-oe 

The  weakening  tone  noted  on  the  German  grain  markets  last  week 
continued  through  the  week  ended  August  15,  according  to  Mr.  Dawson.  Only 
limited  sales  were  reported  during  the  week.    The  export  markets  of  south- 
eastern Europe  were  also  quiet.    The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Hamburg 
advanced  from  $1.78  per  bushel  on  August  7  to  $1.80  on  August  14  as  compared 
with  $1.50  on  August  16,  1928.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  rye  at  Berlin 
declined  from  $1.18  per  bushel  on  August  7  to  $1.14  on  August  14  as  comoared 
with  $1.37  on  August  16,  1928. 

China  (Tientsin') 

Stacks  of  flour  at  Tientsin  on  June  30  were  reported  at  4,500,000 
bags  or  only  100,000  bags  less  than  the  record  stocks  reported  on  May  31, 
according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  P.  0.  Nyhus  at  Shanghai. 
The  stocks  consisted  of  25  per  cent  American  flour,  35  per  cent  Canadian,  35 
per  cent  Shanghai,  and  5  per  cent  Japanese  flour.     Stocks  on  June  30,  192-8  were 
1,500,000  bags.    Arrivals  of  flour  at  Tientsin  during  June  were  2,000,000 
bags  or  less  than  half  the  record  arrivals  in  May  of  4,500,000  bags.    An  over- 
stocked market,  summer  dullness  and  low  prices  are  given  in  explanation  of  the 
decrease.     Movement  from  Tientsin  into  the  interior  has  been  hampered  by  in- 
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adequate  and  expensive  rail  facilities,  low  water  in  rivers,  and  more 
recently  flood  conditions  in  North  China.    One  Tientsin  mill  has  resumed 
operations  hut  the  outlook  for  the  milling  industry  in  Tientsin  is  poor 
because  of  the  extremely  short  wheat  crop  in  the  region  which  supplies 
the  Tientsin  mills.    Foreign  importers  report  that  the  market  is  dull 
for  foreign  flour  and  that  new  contracts  are  srns.ll.     The  current  low 
price  of  Shanghai  flour  may  make  it  difficult  for  foreign  flour  to  com- 
pete with  Shanghai  flour  on  the  North  China  markets  for  the  next  few  months. 
The  import  of  2,039,000  barrels  of  foreign  flour  into  Tientsin  during  the 
first  six  months  of  1929  exceeded  the  imports  during  the  entire  year  1928 
when  a  new  high  level  of  imports  had  been  reached. 

United  States  wheat  prices 

The  market  for  wheat  was  somewhat  nervous  during  the  week  ended 
August  15,  with  prices  irregular  and  slightly  under  the  level  of  the  pre- 
ceding week.     The  rally  in  prices  during  the  close  of  the  week  ended 
August  8  carried  over  into  the  first  part  of  the  following  week,  when 
prices  declined  several  cents  only  to  rally  again  at  the  close  of  the 
week  under  review.    The  market  situation  is  much  the  same  as  for  the 
earlier  week,  with  visible  supplies  continuing  to  increase  rapidly  and 
crop  conditions  in  the  domestic  spring  wheat  belt  and  in  Canada  none  too 
good;  however,  receipts  of  winter  wheat  diminished  during  the  past 
week  and  there  seems  to  be  prospects  of  larger  exports.     Liverpool  quota- 
tions were  less  than  for  the  week  ended  August  8.     September  futures  at 
Chicago  closed  at  1.35  cents  per  bushel  on  August  15  against  135  cents  on 
August  8  and  113  cents  a  year  ago.     October  futures  at  Liverpool  closed 
at  144  cents,  also  the  same  as  on  August  3,  against  130  cents  last  year. 
October  futures  at  Winnipeg  advanced  three  cents  during  the  week  and 
were  44  cents  higher  than  the  closing  -price  last  year.     September  futures 
at  Buenos  Aires  also  advanced  slightly. 

Cash  prices  declined  sharply  during  the  week  ended  August  9.  The 
weighted  average  cash  price  of  all  classes  and  grades  dropped  11  cents  per 
bushel  to  124  cents  against  103  cents  last  year.    All  c Lasses  shared  in 
the  decline,  but  spring  wheats  made  the  greatest  contribution.    No.  1  dark 
northern  spring  at  Minneapolis  declined  17  cents  to  139  cents  per  bushel 
against  127  cents  last  year.    No.  2  amber  durum s  at  Minneapolis  also 
declined  17  cents  to  127  against  103  a  year  ago.    No.  2  red  winter  at  St. 
Louis  and  No.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas  City  declined  9  and  10  cents  res- 
pectively to  121  and  131  cents  respectively.    White  wheat  apparently  tiid 
not  decline  as  much  as  other  classes  since  cash  quotations  at  Seattle  only 
declined  four  cents  to  130  cents  against  118  a  year  ago.     The  indications 
are  that  cash,  prices  will  average  about  the  same  to  slightly  higher  for 
the  week  ended  August  16  as  compared  with  the  week  ended  August  9.

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Rye  production  in  1929 

Tne  1929  rye  production  in  11  European  countries  is  estimated  at 
724,135,000  "bushels  against  713,177,000  "bushels  in  the  same  countries  in 

1928  when  they  represented  nearly  80  per  cent  of  the  estimated  European  total 
production  exclusive  of  Russia.     The  first  estimate  of  the  production  in 
Poland  is  266,914,000  bushels  which  is  the  largest  crop  within  present 
boundaries.    Production  in  1928  was  estimated  at  240,545,000  bushels.  The 
second  estimate  of  the  production  in  Rumania  is  13,070,000  bushels  against 
11,483,000  bushels  in  1928.     The  exportable  surplus  from  the  1929  crop  is 
estimated  at  4,600,000  bushels  as  compared  with  an  average  of  slightly  more 
than  1,000,000  bushels  exported  during  the  years  1924-25-  1927-28.  The 
first  estimate  of  the  1929  rye  production  in  Belgium  is  19,881,000  bushels 
and  in  Netherlands  is  13,283,000  both  of  which  are  below  1928. 

The  first  estimate  of  the  1929  winter  rye  production  in  Canada'  is 
10,424,000  bushels  against  10,378,000  bushels  in  1923.     The  total  rye  pro- 
duction in  Canada  in  1928  was  14,618,000  bushels.     Stocks  of  rye  remaining 
in  Canada  on  July  31  were  4,222,000  bushels  as  compared  with  2,085,000  bushels 
on  July  31,  1928.     Tables  showing  the  latest  estimates  of  the  acreage  and 
production  of  rye  are  published  on  pages  330  and  331. 

PEED  GRAINS 
Barley 

Total  barley  production  for  the  21  countries  which  have  reported  for 

1929  amounts  to  1,059,946,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  more  than  3  per  cent 
from  that  of  1928.     The  United  States  is  responsible  for  the  largest  decrease, 
producing,  according  to  the  August  estimate,  only  85.3  per  cent  of  last  year's 
crop.     Tne  three  North  African  countries  also  shew  a  decrease  of  5.7  per  cent. 
Although  the  crops  in  England  and  Wales,  thS  f exh^rlands,  Switzerland, 
Austria,  Poland,  Bulgaria  and  Malta  are  all  smaller  than  last  year,  there 

is  a  net  increase  of  3.2  per  cent  in  the  14  European  countries  reported, 
while  three  Asiatic  countries  show  a  gain  of  5.7  per  cent.     See  barley  produc- 
tion table,  page  335. 

Barley  cutting  in  Manitoba,  Canada,  was  well  under  way  by  August  10, 
being  from  20  to  50  per  cent  cut  in  most  places.     It  is  also  under  Y/ay  in 
Saskatchewan  and  in  Alberta,  where  it  is  expected  to  become  general  about 
August  13.     Tne  condition  of  barley  in  England  and  Wales  as  of  August  1  was 
103  per  cent  of  the  average  of  the  past  10  years,  compared  with  a  condition 
of  106  per  cent  on  the  same  date  last  year.     Tne  29  countries  which  hove  re- 
ported barley  acreage  for  1929  have  sown  a  total  of  51,654,000  acres,  or  an 
increase  of  6.4  per  cent  over  the  area  of  last  year.     There  is  a  net  increase 
of  12  per  cent  in  the  area  sown  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  while  the 
20  European  countries  show  an  increase  of  6.3  per  cent.     See  barley  acreage 
table,  page  332. 
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Exports  of  Barley  from  the  United  States,  Argentina,  and  the  Dan- 
ubian  countries  as  far  as  reported  sirce  July  1  totaled  6,255,000  bushels, 
an  increase  of  72.4  per  cent  over  the  exports  for  the  corresponding  periods 
of  1928.     The  shipments  of  825,000  bushels  of  barley  from  the  United  States 
during  the  week  ended  August  10  was  the  largest  weekly  shipment  since  the 
middle  of  February.     See  barley  export  table,  page  336.     The  price  of  Ho. 
2  barley  at  Minneapolis  during  that  week  declined  5  cents  to  64  cents  per 
bushel,  while  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year  it  declined  4  cents  to 
70  cents.     See  table  showing  barley  prices,  page  337. 

■Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain Inspection  Division 
of  Canada  on  August  9  stood  at  11,453,000  bushels,  compared  with  only 
1,025,000  bushels  on  the  same  date  in  1928  and  1,430,000  bushels  in  1927. 
Receipts  of  barley  at  Port  William-port  Arthur  and  Vancouver  from  August 
1  to  August  9  amounted  to  140,000  bushels,  while  shipments  during  the  seme 
period  totaled  3,000  bushels.     In  Canada  as  a  whole,  the  stocks  of  barley 
at  the  end  of  the  crop  year  amounted  to  11,003,000  bushels  compared  with 
3,^-50,000  bushels  on  July  31  1928.    There  were.  3, 190,000  bushels  of  the 
1929  stocks  in  farmers1  hands;  7,236,000  bushels  in  elevators;  304,000 
bushels  in  transit  by  rail;  242,000  bushels  in  transit  by  water;  and  31,000 
bushels  in  flour  mills. 

Oats 

The  14-  countries  which  have  reported  oats  production  in  1929  show 
a  total  of  2,230,064,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  almost  10  per  cent  from 
that  of  the  same  countries  in  1928.    The  chief  decrease  is  in  the  United 
States  which,  according  to  the  August  report,  is  producing  only  83  per  cent 
of  last  year's  harvest.     The  11  European  countries,  which  have  reported  show 
a  net  increase  of  0.5  per  cent  over  last  year,  while  two  African  countries 
show  an  increase  of  7.5  per  cent. 

In  Canada  the  cutting  of  oats  had  begun  by  August  10,  and  was.  ex- 
pected to  become  general  about  August  15,  but  in  many  -places  the  crop  was 
turning  out  unfavorably.     It  was  reported  to  have  deteriorated  appreciably 
between  July  25  and  August  12.     The  condition  of  the  oats  crop  in  England 
and  Wales  as  of  August  1  was  102  per  cent  of  the  average  condition  of  the 
past  ten  years,  compared  with 'a  condition  of  103  per  cent  at  the  same  time 
last  year.     The  first  estimate  of  oats  production  in  those  two  countries 
is  96,950,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  more  than  4  per  cent  from  the  1928 
harvest,  but  nearly  3,000,000  bushels  larger  than  that  of  1927.  Preliminary 
estimates  for  the  Netherlands  and  Switzerland  are  also  a  little  below  the  1928 
figure,  but  the  first  estimates  for  Belgium,  Poland  and  Finland,  and  the 
revised  estimates  for  Spain  and  Bulgaria  all  show  increases  over  1928  crops 
in  those  countries.     See  oats  production  table,  page  354. 
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The  22  countries  which  have  reported  oats  area  in  1929  show  a  total, 
of  77,669,000  acres,  a  decrease  of .2.3  per  cent  from  that  sown  by  the  same 
countries  in  1928.     The  United  States. and  Canada  decreased  their  combined 
acreages  about '3.5  per  cent,  while  there  was  an  increase  of  0.5  per  cent 
in  the  16  European  countries  reported,  and  an  increase  of  6.7  per  cent  in 
the  three  North  African  countries.  .  See  oats  acreage  table,  page  333. 

Total  exports' of  oats  from  the  .United  States,  Argentina  and  the  Dan- 
ubian  countries  as  far  as  reported  since  July  1  amounted  to  1,501,000  bushels, 
more  than/twice  the  exports  of  the  same  periods  a  year  ago.     Oats  exports 
from  the  United  .  States  during  the  week  ended  August  10  were  the  largest 
weekly  exports  since  the  beginning ; of  May.     See  table  showing  oats  exports, 
page  336.     Prices  during  that  week • declined  a  little..  No  3  white  oats  at 
Chicago  declined  3  cents  to  45-.ccnts  per  bushel,  while  for  the  correspond- 
ing week  of  last  year  they  declined,  3  cents  co  39  cents.     See  price  table, 
page  337.     Germany  was  reported  as  continuing. to  offer  oats  at  low  prices 
at  the  end  of  July,  causing  additional  declines  in  the  Danish  quotations. 
German  prices  on  new  crop  oats  were  also  low.     In  Poland,  a  decree  was 
issued  on  June  24  suspending  the.  collection  of  the  industrial  tax  on 
transactions  pertaining,  to  oats  exports-.     The  decree  became  effective  July 

i,  1929. . 

Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of 
Canada  on  August  9  amounted  to.  11,43.3,000  bushels  against  only  2,817,000 
bushels  on  the  same  date  in  1928,  and  2,237,000  bushels  in  1927.  Receipts 
of- oats  at  Fort  William,  Port  Arthur  and  Vancouver  from  August  1  to  August 
9,  1929  totaled  293,000  bushels,  while  shipments  during  the  same  period 
amounted  to  438,000  bushels.     In  Canada  as  a  whole,  the  stocks  of  oats  at 
the  end  of  July  stood  at  44, 950, 000 ' bushels  compared  with  23,605,000  bush- 
els at  the  end  of  the  season  last  year.     There  were  26,478,000  bushels  in 
farmers'  hands;  15,957,000  bushels  in  elevators;  799,000  in  transit  by  rail, 
717,000  in  transit  by  water,  and  1,000,000  bushels  in  flour' mills. 

Corn 

"The  Times  of  Argentina",  in  it's  issue  of  July  15,   states  that  the 
government's  forecast  of  the  Argentine  corn  crop  at  231,700,000  bushels  was 
lower  than  the  expectations  of  even  the  most  pessimistic  private  estimators. 
Deducting  the  amount-  of  78,700,000  bushels  calculated  for  home  consumption, 
there  would  be  only  153,00'0,000  bushels  available  for  export  from  the  1928-29 
crop.     Since  more  than  147,000,000  bushels  had  been  exported  by  the  beginning 
of  August,  the  supply  of  surplus  corn  would  be  exhausted  in  a  few  weeks  if 
the  estimated' production  figures were  correct.     "The  Times"  is  obtaining 
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data  from  the  railways  on  the  exportable  surplus  of  corn  and  the  figures 
received  up  to  the  middle  of  July  indicated  a  surplus  of  at) out  65,000,000 
"bushels.    "When  the  returns  are  complete  they  "believe  that  the  available 
surplus  at  that  time  might  run  as  high  as  98,000,000  "bushels. 

The  fifth  official  estimate  of  the  1928-29  corn  production  in  the 
Union  of  South  Africa  is  65,941,000  bushels.    This  is  a  decrease  of  more 
than  600,000  bushels  from  the  fourth  preliminary  estimate  of  May  15  and 
3.7  per  cent  below  the  68,463,000  bushels  harvested  in  1927-23.     In  spite 
of  weather  conditions  which  have  caused  a  decrease  of  about  1,000,000 
bushels  in  the  production  estimates  f«r  each  of  the  past  few  months,  it 
is  still  a  little  larger  than  the  1926-27  crop.    The  condition  of  corn  for 
husking  in  Canada  at  the  beginning  of  July  was  94  per  cent  of  the  average 
of  the  past  ten  years,  compared  with  a  condition  of  95  a  month  earlier  and 
91  at  the  beginning  of  August  last  year.    There  has  been  little  change  in 
the  1929  estimates  of  corn  acreage  and  production  during  the  past  week. 
See  tables,  pages  335>  and  334. 

Net  exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  the  Danubian  countries, 
Argentina  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  as  far  as  reported  since  November 
1,  total  201,960,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  15,7  per  cent  from  the 
239,551,000  bushels  exported  daring  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year. 
Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States  fell  off  a  little  during  the  week 
ended  August  10,  while  shipments  from  Argentina  totaled  7,507,000  bushels, 
the  largest  weekly  shipment  cf  the  season  except  one. 

The  price  of  No.  3  yellow  corn  at  Chicago  declined  4  cents  to  $1.00 
a  bushel ■  .during  the  week  ended  August  9,  while  the  September  futures  de- 
clined 5  cents  to  $1.01,    During  the  corresponding  week  last  year  these 
prices  were  $1,01  and  94  cents,  respectively.    Argentine  quotations  also 
dropped  several  cents  to  88  cents  during  that  week,  slightly  above  the 
quotations  for  the  same  time  last  year.     The  spread  between  the  United 
States  and  the  Argentine  September  futures  for  that  week  was  13  cents. 


COTTON 

British  cotton  strike  ended 

The  strike  in  the  British  cotton  textile  industry  ha^  ended,  ac- 
cording to  a  nable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at  London  to  the 
Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.    All  parties  have 
agreed  to  a  court  of  arbitration  to  decide  whether  a  reduction  in  wages  is 
necessary.    Mills  are  expected  to  reopen  Monday,  August  19.    The  strike 
was  in  opposition  to  a  proposed  wage  reduction  of  12-1/2  per  cent  by  all 
mills  belonging  to  the  Master  Spinners1  Eederation.    The  strike  involved 
500,000  operatives  and  a  weekly  payroll  of  5  million  dollars. 
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Cotton  acreage  in  jtussia 

The  "plan"  for  acreage  contracts  with  cotton- growers  in  Soviet 
Russia  this  season  was  exceeded  "by  3  per  cent  according  to  an  official 
statement  in  the  Russian  paper  "Economic  Life"  of  July  27,  1929.  However, 
indications  are  that  there  was  a  larger  percentage  of  non-fulfillment  of 
contracts  this  season  than  in. the  two  previous  seasons,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  underlying  economic  conditions  this  season  are  pronounced 
favorable  and  water  where  necessary  for  irrigation  is  plentiful.  This 
will  then  he  the  third  year  in  which  there  has  been  an  upward  tendency  in 
the  non-fulfillment  of  contracts. 

The  c ot't on  situation  abroad 

The  Continental  cotton  textile  situation  during  June  and  July  re- 
mained for  the  most  part  unchanged  compared  with  a  month  ago.    Mill  activ- 
ity was  at out  on  May  levels  and  new  business  was  quiet.     Sales  of  cotton 
yarn  in  Central  Europe  improved  somewhat  during  June,  but  the  revival  has 
not  "been  maintained  and  July  "business  was  very  quiet  again.    Prance,  Bel- 
gium, and- Italy  reported  sales  activity  .about  unchanged.    Sales  of  cot-ton 
fabrics  regained  rather  good  in  Western  Europe,  hut  "re re  slr?r  in  Central 
Europe.     Sp-nr.-'ng  and  wer^/ing  activity  on  the  Continent  as  a  whole  daring 
June  was  not  much"' &if£ erent.'fr'om'.Maj"  levels*  'The  maintenance  of  a,  compar- 
atively high  output 9 '  part iciilariy  in  Western  Europe,  under  the  conditions 
existing  for  some  time  gast  is  doubtless  the  main  reason  for  the  unfavor- 
able ness  of  prices.     The  yarn  and  goods  stock  situation  is  fairly  satis- 
factory.    See  Foreign  Service  release  F.S./C~48S  August  12,  1929. 


TOBACCO 

Crop  cerditior.s  in  P.u.rope. 

The  condition  of  the  Italian  tobacco  crop,  which  was  below  average 
on  June  1,  was  reported  as  good  on  July  ls  according  to  a  report  from  the 
International  Institute  of  igric ;2 fcure  at  Rome.     The  Hungarian  crcp  pre- 
sented a  good  appearance  at  ti^e  end  of  June,'  according  to  the  same  report. 
For  earlier  statements  on  the  tobacco  crops  fit  -close  countries,  eee  Foreign 
Crcps  and  Markets,  July  15,  1929,'  page  79,     The  area  planted  to  tobacco  in 
Alsace-Lorraine,  which  in  1928  accoimted  for  about  21  per  cent  of  the  total 
French  tobacco  acreage  was  increased  from  6,S72  acres  in  192G  bo  7,289  acres 
this  season,  according  to  Vice  Consul  J,  P.  Childs  at  Strasbourg,    The  con- 
dition of  the  crop  on  June  15  was  70  compared  with  64  on  the  same  date  of 
last  year. 
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SUGAR 

The  estimated  world  production  of  cane  a,nd  "beet  sugar  for  the  sea- 
son now  practically  ended  is  placed  at  30,070,000  short  tons  as  against 
28,310,000  short  tons  produced  in  1927-28,    The  revised  estimate  for  1928- 
29  shows  a  slight  reduction  from  the  previously  published  estimate  of 
30,090,000  short  tons  (see  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets",  July  22,  1929, page 
159)  which  is  mostly  acco\uited  for  "by  revisions  in  the  estimates    for  Porto 
Rico  and  the  Fiji  Islands.     The  final  figure  for  Porto  Rico  is  officially 
put  at  586,876  short  tons  against  the  preliminary  estimate  of  595,853  short 
tons,  while  the  crop  of  the  Fiji  Islands  is  placed  at  103,000  short  tons 
against  the  121,000  reported  early  in  the  season.    Minor  changes  from  ear- 
lier estimates  occur  in  Czechoslovakia,  England,  Latvia,  Russia,  Barbados, 
Ecuador  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa.     The  world  sugar  production  "by 
countries  is  summarized  on  page  340. 

SUGAR  EEETS 

The  total  acreage  planted  to  sugar  beets  in  Europe,  including 
Russia,  during  the  current  year  is  estimated  at  6,518,000  acres _ against 
6,570,000  acres  reported  for  1928.     The  reduction  in  the  European  acreage, 
however,  is  offset  by  an  increase  of  137,000  acres  in  the  area  planted  to 
oeets  in  the  United  States,     Slight  revisions  from  previously  published 
estimates  (see  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets",  July  15,  1929,  page  120)  have 
"been  received  for  9  European  countries.    An  official  estimate  for  Russia 
has  been  received  also  which  places  the  total  acreage  devoted  to  sugar 
beots  in  that  country  at  1,937,000  acres,' against  1,963,000  acres  for  1928. 
Estimates  of  the  world  sugar  beet  acreage  are  given  cn  page  341, 


OILS  AMD  OILSEEDS 

The  Flaxseed  situation  in  July 

Production  of  flaxseed  in  the  United  States  for  1929  "based  on  the 
crop  condition  of  August  1  is  estimated  at  18,000,000  "bushels  compared 
with  the  July  estimate  of  19,900,000  bushels  and  a  crop  of  18,700,000 
bushels  in  1928,  according  to  information  received  by  the  Foreign  Service 
of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,    Ho  estimate  of  the  1929  crop  of 
Canada  has  been  issued  "but  the  acreage  estimate  of  384?CC0  acres  is  slight- 
ly above  the  378,081  acres  of  last  year.     The  condition  on  August  1  was  65 
compared  with  91  in  July  1929  and  98  in  August  1928,    The  late  spring  in 
the  flax  growing  countries  of  Europe  caused  some  delay  in  seeding  and  es- 
timates of  1929  acreage  are  available  for  only  6  countries  which  are  net 
of  sufficient  importance  to  show  the  European  situation  as  a  whole.  In 
Northern  Argentina  where  much  of  the  flax  crop  is  grown,  lack  of  rain  dur- 
ing June  and  July  hindered  the  progress  of  sowing;  continued  drought  is 
causing  much  anxiety    and  at  the  end  of  July  the  outlook  for  the  coming 
crop  was  unfavorable. 
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Flaxseed  prices  in  Minneapolis,  Winnipeg  and  Buenos  Aires  advanced 
rapidly  during  July  and  reached  the  highest  monthly  averages  since  the  early 
months  of  1925.     The  strong  position  of  the  market  is  due  to  the  unfavorable 
crop  prosoects  in  Argentina  and  North  America,  reduced  estimates  by  trade 
sources  of  the  Argentine  surplus  available  for  the  remainder  of  the  season 
and  a  continued  demand  for  seed  in  spite  of  advancing  prices.  Commercial 
stocks  reported  to  the  governments  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  as  of 
August  5  were  815,000  bushels  compared  with  1 , 789 , 000  bushels  at  the  corres- 
ponding time  last  year  and  2,622,000  bushels  in  1927.     Flaxseed  shipments 
from  Argentina  during  the  past  two  months  have  been  below  the  corresponding 
shipments  of  1928  but  total  shipments  for  the  current  season  to.  July  20  are 
well  above  these  of  last  year.     See  Foreign  Service  release  F.S./FF-41, 
August  14,  1929. 

Chinese  peanut  situation  in  July 

Shipments  of  Chinese  peanuts  to  the  United  States  from  October  1, 
1923  to  July  31,  1929  amounted  to  28,437,000  pounds  of  shelled  and  7,578,000 
pounds  of  unshelled  nuts,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign  Service 
of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Consul  W.  Roderick  Borsey  at 
Tsingtao.    This  represents  a  material  decline  from  the  quantities  exported 
to  the  United  States  last  season  when  the  nine  months'  shipments  to  this 
market  totaled  50,194,000  pounds  of  shelled  and  14,579,000  pounds  of  unshelled 
nuts.     Growing  conditions  of  the  new  crop  have  been  favorable.     Early  reports 
as  to  yield  indicate  that  the  crop  may  be  about  normal,  that  is,  the 
equivalent  of  about  150,000  tons  of  shelled  nuts.     See  Foreign  Service  release 
F.S. /PN-23,  August  16,  1929. 


FRUIT.     VEGETABLES    A  II  D  HUTS 


HIGHER  NORWEGIAN  DUTIES  ON  DAMAGED  FRUIT:    Under  the  provision  ox 
Paragraph  5  of  the  Norwegian  Tariff  Act  for  .1928-1929,  products  which  have 
been  spoiled  in  transit  to  the  extent  of  25;b  of  their  value  are  when  sold  at 
auction  subject  to  a  duty  of  15$  of  the  price  obtained  in  case  they  are  sold 
to  an  importer  and  13$  in  case  they  are  sold  to  the  consumer.    This  provision 
has  now  been  amended  with  reference  to  apples  and  pears,  according  to  a  dispat 
received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
from  the  American  Legation  at  Oslo,  raising  the  duty  on  the  former  to  50$  and 
100$,  respectively,  during  the  months  of  August  to  January,  inclusive,  and 
33  1/3$  and  50$,  respectively,  during  the  other  months  of  the  year.    The  corre 
ponding  figures  for  pears  are  29$  and  40$  and  20$.     The  purpose  of  this 
amendment  is  to  prevent  evasion  of  the  proper  duty  by  misrepresenting  the  cond 
tion  of  the  fruit.    See  Foreign  Service  release  F.S./A-256,  August  10,  1929. 
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JULY  PROSPECTS  FOR  APPLES  AND  pEALS  IN  CONTINENTAL  EUROPE:     The  -present 
outlook  for  the  1929  apple  crop  on  the  Continent  of  Europe  is  much  more  promis- 
ing but  for  pears  it  is  somewhat  less  favorable  than  last  year,  according  to 
a  report  received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
from  Mr.  Owen  L.  Dawson,  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  in  Berlin.  If 
favorable  conditions  prevail  from  now  on,  Europe  will  be  much  less  dependant 
on  American  fruit  supplies  than  last  year.    The  market  for  large  shipments  of 
American  apples  will  open  late  this  season,  possibly  not  before  the  Hew  Year. 
All  of  this  is  based  on  the  assumption,  however,  that  weather  conditions  will 
remain  favorable  to  the  time  of  harvest.     Developments  during  August  and  Septem- 
ber may  result  in  a  crop  below  present  expectations.    The  period  from  July  10 
to  July  24  this  year  was  very  hot  and  dry,  but  the  July  damage  to  fruit  is 
thought  to  be  smaller  than  last  year  as  June  precipitation  this  year  was. 
abundant,  and  the  heat  Wave  in  July  has  since  been  followed  by  cooler  weather. 

Blossoming  of  apples  and  pears  in  almost  all  parts  of  Europe  took  place 
under  favorable  conditions.    Blossoming  of  both  apples  and  pears  was  abundant, 
but  a  heavy  dropping  of  pears  took  place  in  some  of  the  important  producing 
sections.    Taking  the  Continent  as  a  whole  it  appears  that  the  outlook  for 
table,  kitchen  and  cider  apples  is  considerably  better  than  last  year. 
Germany,  France,  Switzerland,  Czechoslovakia,  Holland,  Belgium,  Scandinavia 
give  promise  of  a  better  crop  than  last  year.     In  places  the  crop  is  very 
good.     In  the  Italian  Tyrol  and  Austria  and  probably  Poland,  however,  a  small 
apple  crop  is  expected.    Pear  conditions  over  the  Continent  in  general  are 
unfavorable  and  the  crop  is  expected  to  be  smaller  than  in  1928.     This  is 
especially  true  of  Germany  and  Czechoslovakia.     The  latter  is  very  important 
as  an  exporter  of  pears.    Most  of  the  other  European,  countries  show  pear 
prospects  much  the  same  as  last  year.     The  only  places  where  a  better  crop  of 
pears  is  expected  this  year  are  Switzerland,  France,  and  for  early  varieties, 
the  Italian  Tyrol.     See  Foreign  Service  release,  F.S./A-257,  August  14,  1929. 


LIVESTOCK,     MEAT    AND  WOOL 


SCOTTISH  CATTLE  INCREASE:     Cattle  was  the  only  class  of  livestock 
showing  an  increase  in  Scotland  as  of  June  1,  1929  against  a  year  earlier, 
according  to  official  figures  cabled  to  the  Foreign  Service  cf  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  by  Agricultural  Commissioner  E.  A.  Foley  at  London. 
Cattle  increased  1  per  cent  compared  with  1928  and  the  number  is  now  higher 
than  for  any  post  war  year  since  1919  and  also  higher  than  the  pre-war  average'. 
Sheen,  the  most  numerous  class  of  livestock  in  Scotland  decreased  slightly 
but  remained  above  the  pre-war  average.     The  highest  figure  reached  in 
post-war  years  was  7,536,000  in  1927. 
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Hog  numbers  decreased  18  per  cent  compared  with  1928.  The 
decrease  in  hog  numbers  in  Scotland,  England  and  Wales  and  the  Irish  Free 
State  in  19,39  is  20  per  cent  below  1928  the  numbers  declining  from 
4,348,000  in  1928  to  3,460,000  in  1929.    Brood  sows  in  the  same  countries 
now  number  420,000  and  are  19  per  cent  below  1928.     Those  declines  are  fac- 
tors contributing  to  the  present  improved  British  demand  for  American  cured 
pork.     See  table,  page  337. 

LARGER  BRITISH  PORK  IMPORTS:     July  imports  of  bacon  into  Great 
Britain,  at  79,968,000  pounds,  were  8,000,000  pounds  larger  than  in  June 
and  slightly  above  last  years  figures,  according  to  cabled  advices  from 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at  London.     The  July  figures  were  the 
first  since  January  to  exceed  imports  of  the  corresponding  month  a  yea.r 
ago.     The  increase  over  June  was  largely  the  result  of  drawing  more  bacon 
from  Continental  countries  other  than  Denmark.     Imports  from  that  source, 
however,  went  about  5,500,000  pounds  aoove  June  imports  to  reach  46,480,000 
pounds,  and  also  exceeded  last  year's  figures.     Imports  from  North  .America 
wore  lower  than  in  June,  but  the  6,720,000  pounds  credited  to  the  United 
States  were  above  1928  figures.    Ham  imports,  most  of  which  come  from 
the  United  States,  were  slightly  larger  than  in  either  the  preceding  month 
or  a  year  ago  at  11,984,000  pounds.     The  same  is  true  of  lard,  with  July 
figures  reaching  25,977,000  pounds. 


THE  WORLD  SITUATION  III  CATTLE  AND  BEEF 

(This  is  the  second  part  of  the  current  ^rmual  compilation 
of  world  cattle  and  beef  material.  The  corresponding 
issue  of  last  year  was  dated  August  6,  1928). 

Interest  expressed  in  actual  and  potential  Brazilian  cattle  and 
beef  production  has  prompted  the  treating  of  conditions  there  in  some 
detail.     That  country  appears  to  be  x^aetically  the  only  important  cattle 
producing'  country  in  South  America  to  show  indications  of  definitely  larger 
cattle  numbers  in  recent  years.     Since  1927  Brazilian  chilled  beef  has 
been  appearing  in  the  British  markets,  and  larger  quantities  of  frozen 
beef,  first  shipped  in  1914,  have  been  received  in  Europe.     So  far  the 
bulk  of  the  cattle  slaughtered  in  Brazil  has  been  for  the  jerked,  or  dried 
beef  trade  within  the  country  and  with  neighboring  countries.     There  is, 
however,  evidence  indicating  a  shift  away  from  jerked  beef  production, 
with  a  larger  share  of  the  cattle  going  to  the  freezing  and  chilling  plants. 
Recent  advices  received  through  the  Department  of  Commerce  state  that  most 
of  the  jerked  beef  plants  in  states  other  than  Rio  Grande  do  Sal  are  curtail- 
ing operations  materially.     This  section  of  our  annual  cattle  and  beef 
compilation  also  includes  details  covering  the  United  States  import  trade  in 
cattle,  beef  and  veal,  and  some  data  on  the  import  trade  of  the  leading- 
European  consumers  of  overseas  beef. 
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Brazil 

Since  1926  there  has  "been  some  upward  movement  in  the  production  and 
exports  of  beef  from  Brazil.    Available  figures  also  indicate  a  tendency 
toward  larger  cattle  herds,  although  there  have  been  some  recissions  in  recent 
years.     The  number  of  cattle  in  Brazil  according  to  the  census  of  1920  was 
34,271,000  compared  with  28,962,000  in  1926  according  to  an  official  estimate 
for  the  latter  year,  and  30,705,000  according  to  the  census  for  1912-13.  Accor 
ing  to  the  1920  census,  24,117,000  or  7  0  per  cent  of  the  cattle  were  in  the  5 
states  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  Sao  Paulo,  Minas  Geraes,  Goyas  and  Matto  Grosso, 
the  first  two  being  the  most,  important.     In  1927 'the  number  in  these  5' states 
had  increased  to  27,120,000  or  12  per  cent  above  1920,  according  to  official 
figures  published  by  the  "Manchester  Guardian  Commercial"  of  June  27,  1929  in 
a  special  article.     It  is  also  stated,  however,  that  some  of  these  estimates 
are  not  correct.    This  seems  reasonable  since,  according  to  these  figures, 
a  decrease  of  12  per  cent  is  shown  in  numbers  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sal  and  Minas 
Geraes,  the  most  important  cattle  state?.,  compared  with  the  official  esti- 
mate for  those  states  for  1926.    Beef  exports  for  the  past  3  years,  however, 
have  been  increasing,  which  suggests  some  tendency  toward  cattle  increases. 

Of  the  718,000  cattle  slaughtered  in  all  Brazilian  packing  plants  in 
1928,  470,000  or  66  per  cent  were  killed  in  the  state  of  Sao  Paulo  and  248,000 
or  34  per  cent  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  states  Consul  C.  R.  Cameron  at  Sao  Paulo. 
The  figures  quoted  apply  to  only  chilled  and  frozen  beef  plants  and  do  not 
include  jerked  beef.    Exports  of  chilled  and  frozen  meat  from  all  Brazil  in 
1923  is  estimated  at  144,000,000  pounds  or  over  twice  the  amount  exported  in 
1927,  according  to  official  returns  reported  by  the  Consul.     These  figures 
include  frozen  beef,  pork,  viscera  and  tongues.     The  1927  exports  of  chilled 
and  frozen  beef  alone  were  placed  at  66,000,000  pounds.    During  the  war  period 
there  was  a  fairly  large  export  of  frozen  beef  from  Brazil.     Immediately  after 
the  Armistice  there  was  a  demand  for  Brazilian,  beef  for  European  countries, 
but  this  demand  proved  too  heavy  for  the  stocks  of  the  country  to  support. 
Killing  overtook  production  with  the  result  that  finally  only  young  light 
weight  steers  were  available,  and  those  at  high  prices.    Exports  then  virtually 
ceased  until  1923  when  they  were  147,000,000  pounds.     In  1927  a  new  trade,  the 
export  of  chilled  beef  to  England,  was  begun. 

There  were  45  xarque  (jerked  beef)  plants  in  Brazil  in  1920,  according 
to  the  census  of  that  year.     It  is  estimated  that  during  1928  956,000  cattle 
were  slaughtered  in  these  establishments,  mostly  in  Rio "Grande  do  Sal,  an 
increase  of  32  por  cent  over  1927,   states  Consul  Camoron.    As  only  718,000 
were  killed  in  packing  plants  the  number  slaughtered  for  xarque  was  33  per 
cent  greater.    Xarque  consists  of  beef  dried  in  the  sun,  usually  salted. 
Usually  only  inferior  cattle  are  killed  for  xarque  and  the  average  amount  of 
cured  moat  per  animal  is  from  154  to  220  pounds.     That  product  does  not  figure 
in  the  overseas  meat  trade,  excepting  exports  to  Cuba. 

The  year  1928  was  a  very  profitable  one  for  the  meat  packing  industrjr 
in  Sao  Paulo  according  to  Consul  C.  R.  Cameron  at  Sao  Paulo.    The  total  pro- 
duction of  chilled  and  frozen  meat  produced  in  this  state  in  1928  is  given 
as  60,736,000  pounds;  fresh  meat,  161,451,000  pounds;  preserved,  552,000 
pounds  and  other  products,  89,343,000  pounds,  making  312,082,000  pounds 
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pounds  in  all.     In  1927  the  total  meat  export  was  217,873,000  pounds.  Beef 
exports  are  not  given  separately  for  1928  but  cattle  slaughter  in  that  state 
comprised  75  per  cent  of  the  total  for  Brazil  in  1928.     In  1927  chilled  and 
frozen  beef  exports  reached  54,000,000  or  25  per  cent  of  the  total.  The 
largest  amount  or  28  per  cent  went  to  Belgium,  20  per  cent  to  the  United 
Kingdom,  Germany  and  Erance  each.     In  1928  the  number  of  cattle  slaughtered 
in  packing  plants  in  Sao  Paulo,  the  most  important  meat  packing  state  in 
Brazil,  was  470,000,  an  increase  of  31  per  cent  over  1927.     This  is  the 
largest  number  killed  in  packing  plants  during  the  period  for  v/hich  esti- 
mates are  available,  i.e.,  1916  and  1918  to  date.     In  the  state  of  Sao 
Paulo  "there  are  4  meat  packing  firms  working  for  the  export  trade,  two 
owned  by  American  and  two  owned  by  British  interests.     In  1927  the  American 
establishments  produced  about  2/3  of  the  packing  house  products  of  the  state 
and  the  3ritish  plants  l/3. 

Prom  500,000  to  600,000  head  are  fattened  every  year  in  the  state  of 
Sao  Paulo  on  cultivated  pastures  and  it  is  stated  by  some  that  the  feeding- 
pastures  here  are  equal  to  any  in  the  world,   states  the  Commercial.  Eor 
this  reason  planted  pastures  are  increasing  rapidly-    The  principal  fattening 
camps  are  around  the  Barretos  district  in  Sao  Paulo  and  here  more  than 
300,000  cattle  are  fattened  every  year.    A  number  of  new  fattening  camps  have 
been  formed  in  recent  years  in  that  area.     The  states  of  Matto  Grosso,  Minas 
Geraes  and  Goyaz  breed  cattle  for  sale  to  the  packing  houses  in  Sao  Paulo. 
Prices  paid  for  3  or  4  year'  olds  around  July  1,  1929  ranged  from  $24  to 
$25.20  per  head  in  Minas  Geraes  and  Goyaz  and  about  $20.40  in  Matto  Grosso, 
states  Consul  Cameron.    At  Barretos,   in  the  Sao  Paulo  fattening  area  pur- 
chases of  cattle  ready  for  slaughter  are  made  on  a  basis  of  about  $0,073  per 
pound  live  weight. 

In  the  state  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  there  are  5  meat  packing  plants,  the 
first  one  having  been  built  in  1913,  according  to  Consul  C.  R.  Nasmith,  Porto 
Alegre.     In  the  1929  season  which  began  in  March,  one  month  later  than  in 
1928,  on  account  of  the  dry  weather,  650,000  cattle  were  expected  to  be  killed 
for  the  manufacture  of  xarque  or  jerked  beef  alone  in  comparison  with  754,000 
in  1928  and  622,000  in  1927  according  to  the  Consul.     The  prospects  for  the 
season  are  not  so  good  owing  to  the  excessive  dry  weather  all  ever  the  state 
from  December  1928  to  the  end  of  February  1929.     There  was  also  little  rain 
during  April.     The  cattle  will  not  be  nearly  as  fat  this  year  as  last  and 
the  results  from  killing  will  not  be  so  good. 

During  1928  22,980,000  pounds  of  frozen  meat,  22,932,000  pounds  of 
which  was  frozen  beef  and  veal  was  exported  from  meat  packing  plants  in  this 
state,  according  to  Consul  Ua smith.     This  is  considerably  smaller  than  the 
41,900,000  pounds  exported  in  1924.     Most  of  this  meat  went  to  England 
but  some  went  to  Italy.     Also  9,348,000  pounds  of  chilled  meat  were  exported 
mostly  to  England.     The  amount  of  canned  meats,  mostly  corned  beef,  exported 
was  very  important  amounting  to  5,712,000  pounds.    Although  the  plants 
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packing  meat  for  export  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  are  not  regularly  engaged  in  . 
the  manufacture  of  jerked  beef-  they  exported  4,338,000  pounds  in  1928,  most 
of  which  went  to  northern  Brazil. 

Prices  for  cattle  in  1928  were  good.     Cattle  averaged  in  weight  over 
946  pounds.    Prices  for  the  1929  season  are  starting  the  same  but  it  is 
expected  that  they  will  be  lower  on  account  of  lower  prices  for  hides.  A 
very  important  purchase  of  dried  beef  amounting  to'  35,000  bales  or  5,787,000 
pounds  has  been  made  by  Cuba.     Considerable  stocks  were  left  over  from  last 
season  so  that  this  order  from  Cuba  will  have  a  very  favorable  effect  on  the 
market  price.     This  will  be  the  first  shipment  made  to  Cuba  since  the  war. 
The  state  government  helped  considerably  in  securing  the  Cuban  order  by 
granting  a  50  per  cent  reduction  in  freight  rates  and  suspending  the  export 
tax  usually  imposed  on  jerked  beef  exports.     The  state  government  of  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul  has  been  outstanding  in  extending  aid  to  the  meat  industry.  . 

Rio  Grande  do  Sul  is  practically  the  only  section  of  Brazil  where 
European  improved  breeds  thrive  on  the  open  range.     The  close  proximity  to 
Uruguay  has  assisted  not  only  by  example  but  by  facilities  for  acquiring 
improved  stock.    As  a  result  the  cattle  in  the  lowland  section  of  Rio  Grande 
do  Sul  is  practically  all  crossed  or  graded  to  European  breeds.  Herefords 
and  Devons  predominating  although  there  is  a  fairly  large  sprinkling  of 
Shorthorn      and  a  few  Aberdeen  Angus.    A  certain  cuantity  of  lean  cattle 
is  brought  across  the  border  every  year  from  Uruguay  to  fatten  in  Rio  Grande 
do  Sul  and  it  reported  that  the  return  journey  is  the  cause  of  some 
smuggling  of  Brazilian  steers  into  Uruguay.     A  certain  quantity  of  Brazilian 
stock  goes  regularly  to  Uruguayan  packing  plants  by  legitimate  means. 

The  State  of  Minas  Geraes  which  exports  mostly  to  other  Brazilian 
states  from  200,000  to  500,000  head  of  cattle  yearly,  passed  a  law  late  in 
1928  authorizing  the  State  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  sign  contracts  with 
private  concerns  for  the  estaDlishment  of  5  meat  packing  plants  in  different 
sections  of  the  State  according  to  Consul  Dawson.     These  plants  are  to 
revert  to  the  state  at  the  end  of  ten  years,  upon  payment  of  cost  plus  15 
per  cent.     Concessions  include  appropriation  of  suitable  lands  and  their  con- 
cession, 50  per  cent  reduction  in  State  tax  on  products  sent  to  foreign 
countries  as  well  as  exemption  from  the  industrial  tax. 
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The  Federal  Ministry  of  Agriculture  is  continuing  the  policy  of 
purchasing  high  class  breeding  stock  abroad  to  be  sold  at  cost  to  Brazilian 
cattlemen  according  to  a  report  from  Trade  Commissioner  A.  A.  Crerner  at 
Sao  Paulo  dated  March  8,   1929.     The  Zubu  type  of  cattle  do^s  very  well'  h 
Brazil  and  an  increase  in  breeding  of  this  type  is  being  advocated. 

In  discussing  some  of  the  handicaps  under  which  the  Brazilian  beef 
industry  works,  the  manager  of  an  important  business  house  mentions  produc- 
tion costs  higher  than  in  other  countries  especially  Argentina  and  Uruguay. 
Ihese  higher  costs  are  held  to  be  largely  among  those  items  under  the  control 
ol  the  state,  such  as  taxes,  import  duties,  etc.     The  discontinuance  of- free 
duty  privilege  to  the  frigorifico  industry  was  expected  to  be  a  serious, 
nandicap  to  the  encouragement  of  increased  exportation.     In  Argentina, 
machinery  for  mpnuf actur ing  purposes  is  allowed  free  entry.     Figures  have  •• 
been  compiled  to  show  that  most  of  the  items  imported  by  the  Brazilian 
packing  industry  incidental  to  producing  export  beef  pay  higher,  duties,  than 
oo  similar  items  Imported  into  Argentina.     In  that  country  there  are  no  . 
l^iT  °Lint5State  raoTfientS  of  goods,  whereas  in  Brazil  they  are  consider- 

uoinL    !    ?    7  official  action  baa  been  taken  to  rectify  some  of  the

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United  States 

United  States  imports  of  all  types  of  beef,  including  fresh,  chilled, 
frozen,  pickled  or  cured,  reached  22,754,000  pounds  for  the  first  six  months 
of  1929,  .an  increase  of  20.2  per  cent,  over  figures  for  the  corresponding  1928 
period.    The  figures  cited  and  ment ioned  hereafter  as  "total  imports",  do 
not  include  canned  meat,  which  is  comprised  principally  of  "beef  from  Argentina. 
Of  the  1929  imports  indicated,  20,056,000  pounds  were  fresh,  chilled  or  frozen, 
a  quantity  26.2  per  cent  greater  than  imports  of  similar  types  a  year  ago* 
Those  imports  -paid  a  duty  of  3  cents  per  pound.     Imports  from  New  Zealand  ■ 
reached  11,098,000  pounds,  an',  increase  of  75.6  per  cent  over  1928  figures, 
while  Canada,  with  5,985,000  pounds,  sent  31.1  per  cent  less  then  last  year.  -  ' 
The  remaining  1929  imports.  7/ere  divided  almost  equally  "between  Australia  and 
Cuba.     The  latter  country  sent  practically  no  "beef  to  the  United  States  in 
1928.    The  figure  for  Australia  is  a  substantial  gain  over  that  of  a  year 
ago.     See  table,  page 

In  pickled  or  cured  beef,  the  current  •■■  figure  of  2,698,000  pounds   ■  ■ 
represented  a  decline  of  11.1  per  cent  from  last  year's  levels.    The  smaller 
1929  imports  are  principally  the  result  of  reduced  imports  from  Canada. 
Imports  from  Argentina  were  nearly  3  times  larger  than  those  of  last  year','  " 
with  receipts  from  Uruguay  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago.      The  pickled  or 
cured  products  paid  duties  amounting  to  20  per. cent  ad  valorem.     In  1928  total 
imports  of  pickled  or  cured  beef  reached  8,469,000  pounds,  of  which  32.8  per  . 
cent  came  from  Uruguay  and  a  slightly  smaller  percentage  from  Argentina.  Prior 
to  1928,  such  classes  of  imports  were  not  separately  published. 

For  more  accurate  comparison  of  figures  for  1928  with  preceding  years 
in  the  table  on  page    319  the  figures  -under  "Pickled  or  cured"  have  been 
added  to  items  under  the  corresponding  countries  in  the  section  on  "Fresh  and 
frozen".     The  result  shows  a  total  import  for  1928  of  66,759,000  pounds,  an' 
increase  of  56.9  per  cent  over  the  1927  total.     Of  the  1928  figure,  85.5 
per  cent  was  fresh  or  frozen.    New  Zealand's  contribution  of. all  classes  of 
beef  reached  30,389,000  pounds  against  2,537,000  pounds  in  1927.    The  1928 
figure  represented  45.5  per  cent  of  the  total  beef  imports  for  that  year. 
The  Canadian  share  of  the  1928  total  dropped  to  43.1  per  cent  after  having 
accounted  for  88.7  per  cent  of  the  1927  total.    The  larger  total  import 
figures  for  1928,  especially  in  fresh  and  frozen  beef  and  veal,  carried  out 
an  upward  movement  noticeable  since  1925.    The  total  for  1928,  however,  was 
still  62.9  per  cent  smaller  than  imports  in  the  year  ended  June  30,  1914, 
the  first  complete  year  for  which  figures  by  countries  are  available. 

In  the  decade  1919  to  1928,  the  United  States  imported  332,039,000 
pounds  of  fresh  and  frozen  beef.     Of  that  total,  Canada  provided  226,969,000 
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pounds  or  63.4  per  cent.     That  country  was  the  leading  source  of  supply  up 
to  1928,  when  Hew  Zealand,  forged  ahead.     For  the  10  years  indicated,  Now 
Zealand  sent  50,929,000  pounds  of  beef,  accounting  for  15.3  per  cent  of  the 
total  imports  for  that  period.     Other  percentages  are:     Australia,  5.4; 
Argentina,  6.6  and  Uruguay  1.5.    Mexico  has  never  figured  in  the  United 
States  "beef  import  trade.    The  receipts  from  Australia  have  ranged  from 
1,000.000  to  3,000,000  pounds  annually.    Argentina  reached  the  peak  of  its 
post-war  importance  in  1922  when  11,000,000  pounds  were  entered  from  that 
country.    That  trade,  however,  showed  a  tendency  to  decline  even  "before  the 
quarantine  measures  of  January  1,  1927.     Imports  from  Uruguay  have  followed 
the  lines  of  those  from  Argentina,  but  on  a  smaller  scale.    Brazil  sent  very 
little  beef  to  the  United  States  during  the  10  years  specified. 

In  1919  and  1920,  total  United  States  beef  and  veal  imports  reached 
38,000,000  pounds  and  50,000,000  pounds,  respectively.     In  those  years  beef 
and  veal  were  on  the  free  list  and  domestic  production  was  good,  with  cattle 
numbers  the  highest  of  the  post-war  period.     The  imposition  of  a  2  cent  duty 
in  1921  was  accompanied  by  lower  imports.     There  was  some  increase  in  imports 
in  1922  but  the  3  cent  duty,  effective  as  of  September  21  was  followed  by  a 
1923  import  figure  of  only  19,000,000  pounds,  which  was  net  exceeded  until 
1926.     The  year  1923  also  was  the  second  in  an  upward  swing  in  domestic 
production  which  continued  through  1926.     Since  1923,  total  estimated  domestic 
production  has  fallen,  standing  at  7,032,000,000  for  1928  against  8,413,000,000 
pounds  in  1926.    The  reduced  out-put  and  consequently  higher  prices  have 
encouraged  imports,  "but  the  total  of  53,320,000  pounds  of  fresh  and  frozen 
beef  and  veal  imported  in  1928  represented  only  0.8  per  cent  of  the  domestic 
production  estimate  for  that  year. 

In  live  cattle,  total  imports  of  dutiable  animals  for  the  first  6 
months  of  1929  reached  278,000  head,  an  increase  of  12.5  per  cent  over  the 
same  period  of  1928  and  larger  "by  11.6  per  cent  than  the  annual  average  for 
the  years  1909-13.     Mexico  sent  177, 000~ head  u?  to  June  30,  or  51.2  per  cent 
above  the  1928  figures.    The  cattle  imports  indicated  paid  import  duties  of 
1.5  cents  per  pound  for  animals  weighing  less  than  1,050  pounds,  and  2  cents 
for  animals  over  that  weight.     The  bulk  of  the  imports  of  beef  cattle  into 
the  United  States  is  stocker  and  feeder  animals  paying  the  lower  rate  of 
duty.     For  the  first  half  of  1929,  imports  of  non-dutiable  breeding  stock 
were  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

Imports  of  dutiable  cattle  in  1923,  at  524,000  head,  were  20.1  per 
cent  larger  than  in  1927,  the  first  year  of  significantly  larger  imports  since 
1920.     Last  year  Canada  sent  fewer  cattle  than  in  1927  but  was  still  keeping 
ahead  of  Mexico.     The  1928  figure  for  Canada  was  many  times  larger  than 
that  of  the  1909-13  average,  with    imports  from  Mexico  in  1929  were  smaller 
than  before  the  war.     For' the  past  10  years,  imports  of  all  cattle  into  the 
United  States  have  totaled  3,116,000  head,  of  which  76.9  came  from  Canada 
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and  17.9  per  cent  from  Mexico.     Elooded  stock  from  Great  Britain  Las  ecu- 
prised  most  of  the  small  remainder.    Erom  1921  to  1926  imports  from  Canada 
exceeded  200,000  head  annually  only  once,  while  imports  from  Mexico  ranged 
from  8,000  to  30,000  head  before  the  current  good  United  States  market  stimu- 
lated imports  from  both  of  those  countries.    Total  cattle  imports  in  1928 
represented  0.95  per  cent  of  the  number  of  cattle  on  farms  in  the  United 
States  as  of  January  1,  1929. 

The  heaviest  cattle  imports  into  the  United  States  for  the  past  10 
years  came  in  1919,  when  642,000  head  were  admitted  duty  free.     There  was 
a  reduction  in  imports  in  1320,  another  free  year, 'when  cattle  on  farms  in 
the  United  States  stood  at  63,871,000  head,  the  largest  number  since  the 
war,  and  well  above  the  pre-war  average.     In  1921  imports  were  down  to 
135,000  head  with  a  duty  of  30  per  cent  ad  valorem  in  effect  after  May  27. 
After  1920  cattle  numbers  in  the  United  States  fell  steadily  until  the  current 
year ^ when  there  was  a  slight  up- turn  as  against  January  1,  1928  to  put  total 
cattle  on^farms  as  of  January  1,  1929  at  55,751,000  head.    .Imports  were  up 
slightly  in  1922,  when  the  present  duties  became  effective,  but  from  then 
until  the  high  American  prices  of  recent  years  became  noticeable  in  1927, 
imports  never  passed  the  1322  level.

The  reduced  European  utilization  of  overseas  beef  so  far  during  1929 
marks  the  second  consecutive  year  of  generally  reduced  imports.  Continental 
countries,  among  which  Germany,  France  and  Netherlands  ar«j  the  leading  Importers, 
give  evidence  of  sharper  reductions  than  does  Great  Britain.     In  the  latter 
country  the  trade  this  year  has  not  quite  maintained  the  volume  of  the  corres- 
ponding months  of  1923,  and  the  price  level  has  showr,  sifus  nf  weakening. 
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THE  WORLD  SITUATION  IS  CATTLE  AND  BEEF,  CONT'D 


United  Kingdom 

A  relatively  slow  British  demand  for  imported  "beef  is  indicated  by 
the  fact  that  imoorts  so  far  in  1929  have  been  scarcely  as  large  as  those 
of  last  year,  with  prices  tending  below  the  1928  level.    Ecr  neaily  ty;o 
years  beef  prices  in  Great  Britain  have  been  viewed  as  abnormally  high. 
The  decline'' this  year,  however,  has  placed  beef  in  a  more  favorable  com- 
petit  ive  'position  than  last  year  with  res-pect  to  imported  pork  products. 
June  price  figures  show  that  the  bulk  of  the  British  chilled  and  frozen  beef 
imports,  represented  by  receipts  from  Argentina,  war-  selling  at  pricey  nearly 
4  per  cent  under  those  of  last  June.    Prices  of  mu-tf.Jn  and  lamb  from, New 
Zealand,  however,  have  experienced  relatively  greater  declines  than  have  the 
various  imported  beef  lines,  the  figures  for  June  1929  being  from  5  to  7 
per  cent  lower  than  a  year  ago,  and  Argentine  mutton  even  lower.  Both 
domestic  and  imported  pork  products,  on  the  other  nand,  have  been  reaching 
price  levels  in  British  markets  materially  higher  than  these  of  1928. 

Chilled  beef  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  first  5  months 
of  1929  were  about  the"  same  as  in  1928,  while  frozen  beef  imports  were  down 
5.8  per  cent.     The  chilled  "beef  figores  show  a  decline  of  8.1  per  cent  in 
receipts  from  Argentina,  but  an  increase  of  70.8  per  cent  in  imports  from 
Uruguay.     In  frozen  beef,  however,  receipts  from  Argentina  were  up  16.6  per 
cent,  although  the  quantities  involved  were  not  great  enough  to  offset  the 
decrease  in  chilled  beef  receipts  from  that  source. 

In  frozen  beef  from  Oceania,  the  current  figures  are 
about  37  per  cent  smaller  than  those  of  a  year  ago*     Imports  from  Australia 
were  up  23.8  per  cent,  but  receipts  from  Hew  Zealand  were  about  one-sixth  those 
cf  the  1923  period.    The  shifts  indicated,  together  with  some  decline  in  fresh 
beef  imports,  give  the  United  Kingdom  a  total  beef  import  figure  for  the 
first  5  months  of  1929  slightly  smaller  than  that  cf  a  year  ago. 

The  downward  movement  in  total  beef  imports  noted  in  the  past  three 
years  placed  the  1928  total  7.8  per  cent  below  1926,  but  still  33.3  per  cent 
above  the  figures  for  1913.    Most  of  the  reduction  indicated  occurred  in 
imports  from  Argentina,  in  both  chilled  and  frozen  meat,  particularly  the 
latter.     In  fact,  the  1928  imports  of  frozen  beef  from  Argentina  were  con- 
siderably smaller  than  before  the  war.     In  the  1928  meat  trade  of  Great  Britain 
frozen  beef  represented  23.1  per  cent  of  the  total,  with  chilled  beef  standing 
at  77.9  per  cent.     Daring  most  of  the  post-war  period,  chillec!  beef  gained 
steadily  as  against  the  frozen  product,  and  amounted  to  84.4  per  cent  of  the 
total  imports  for  1927  with  frozen  beef  representing  only  15.5  ner  cent. 
Before  the  wax  the  business  was  divided  almost  equally  between  the  two  forms. 
It  appears  that  imports  so  far  for  1929  have  returned  toward  the  higher 
proportion  of  chilled  beef  noted  in  1927,  with  that  class  representing  83.8  per 
cent  of  the  current  imports  and  frozen  beef  working  oat  at  15.8  per  cent. 
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THE  WORLD  SITUATION  IH  CATTLE  AND  BEEF,  CONT'D 

The  lower  beef  prices  in  London  Central  Markets  during  June  placed 
Argentine  chilled  hindquarters  3.7  per  cent  below  quotations  of  June  1928, 
while  chilled  forequarters  from. the  sane  source  were  1.9  per  cent  lower  than 
last  year.    Argentine  frozen  hindquarters  were  3.6  per  cent  under  price 
levels  for  June  1923.     In  imported  frozen  mutton  and  lamb    from  New  Zeal- 
and, however,  the  declines  were  7.1  per  cent  and  5.0  per  cent  respectively. 
Argentine  mutton  showed  a  drop  below  last  year  of  11.9  per  cent,  while  lamb 
from  Argentina  and  Australia  was  5.4  per  cent  and  3.6  per  cent  respectively 
lower  than  a  year  ago.     Imported  pork  products,  on  the  other  hand,  showed 
price  advances  which  in  the  case  of  American  green  bellies  amounted  to 
27.2  per  cent,  according  to  Liverpool  market  reports  cabled  by  the  American 
Agricultural  Commissioner  at  London.    American  short  cut  green  hams  were  up 
17.6  per  cent,  and  Danish  Wiltshires  made  even  greater  gains  over  last  year's 
price  levels.     See  tables,  pages  322  and  323.

France 

The  decline  of  "beef  imports  into  France  placed  the  total  for  the 
period  January -April  1929  about  29  per  cent  below  the  corresponding  months 
of  1928.     Frozen  "beef  has  "been  imported  more  liberally  than  has  the  chilled 
product,  but  imports  of  the  former  description  in  1929  indicated  were  18.5 
per  cent  smaller  than  those  of  a  year  ago.    All  sources  of  supply  except 
Madagascar  have  sent  less  frozen  beef  to  France  this  year  than  last,  with  a 
70.7  per  cent  reduction  in  receipts  from  Argentina.    Freliminary  import  fig- 
ures for  1923  indicate  that  receipts  of  all  beef  were  down  79.4  per  cent 
below  1927  and  also  82.6  per  cent  under  1926  levels.     The  year  1928  was  the 
first  in  which  frozen  beef  was  recorded  separately,  allowing  no  comparison 
of  descriptions  as  against  earlier  years.     It  is  evident,  however,  that 
Argentina  has  been  losing  ground  steadily  in  the  French  trade.    Uruguay  is 
also  declining.    The  only  gain  has  been  made  in  receipts  from  Madagascar. 
Total  beef  imports  in  1923  were  only  about  5  times  the  size  of  the  1913 
imports,  while  in  1926  imports  were  nearly  28  times  the  pre-war  figure. 
See  table,  page  325. 
Ge  rmany 

In  Germany  the  decline  in  total  beef  imports  below  1928  for  the  period 
January-May  1929  m.s  34.8  per  cent.    The  German  trade  figures  illustrate  a 
decline  of  41.7  per  cent  in  imports  of  chilled  and  frozen  beef,  with  fresh 
beef  imports  practically  the  same  as  for  the  1928  period.    Official  action 
has  been  a  factor  in  reducing  German  imports  of  chilled  and  frozen  beef. 
As  in  the  French  trade,  Argentina  has  borne  the  brunt  of  the  reduced  trade  in 
such  beef,  the  1929  figure  for  that  country  being  45.2  per  cent  under  that  of 
a  year  ago.    Uruguay  also  experienced  a  sharp  reduction,  while  slight  increases 
are  noted  for  Brazil.     In  1928  Argentina  was  the  only  important  factor  in 
the  German  chilled  and  frozen  meat  trade  to  show  a  decline.     In  fresh  beef 
imports  for  1929,  the  Netherlands  holds  the  leading  position  acquired  in 
1927,  with  this  year's  figures  about  equal  to  those  of  1928.     Denmark  sent 
larger  amounts  this  year,  but  decreases  from  other  countries  reduced  the 
total.     Total  fresh  beef  imports  for  1928  carried  on  the  declinp  of  recent 
years  to  a  point  below  the  1913  level.   See  table,  page  326. 

Netherlands 

The  Netherlands  exports  of  fresh  beef  are  slightly  larger  than  it's 
imports  of  all  descriptions  of  beef.

That  business  has  been  fairly  constant  in  the  past  4 
years,  but  below  exports  for  1913.     In  the  Netherlands  import  trade,  chilled 
or  frozen  beef  is  the  leading  item,  and  a  decline  of  33.1  per  cent  of  1929  was 
the  chief  reason  for  imports  of  all  types  of  beef  for  the  first  5  months  cf 
this  year  going  31.7  per  cent  below  1928.    The  recent  declines  are  a  con- 
tinuation of  those  shown  since  1925.
